Now, when 
it is taken into consideration that these 
Balgariau papers published just such stories 
of cwelties committed under tho orders of 
M, StuinbulotV as were sent out by M. 
Gliadavlne to his paper, so as to save it 
from being cruahud by a giant nation, it 
ia diilicult to get authentic information 
from liulgaria. Consequently, very few f"Cts 
regarding the case of iM, KaravalolT have 
been sent across the Bulgarian frontier. M. 
Karav.ilofT has now beeu detained, with 
overdOO persons, in prison nine months on 
a charge of being implicate<l in a plot lo ns- 
eassinato AL Sianibulolf, It scenes that the 
trial will shoi tly take place, Tho accused, 
including exannnurs, an ex-regent and ui'iiiy 
of the leading htatosineu of tlio laud, wid 
•bo dealt with by court-martial, under an 
exceptional law tor the suppresaion of high- 
way robbery in tho mountains. What is 
most astonishing is that ono'of tho Kuro- 
pcan diplomatic uccuts recommends the 
plun of dealing with political adversaries 
as if they were common brigands.

A leading Pcruviiin 
resident of fjondon, sai.l to the corrtspon- 
dent of till! fnternational Telegram com- 
piuiyT that the Peruvians would never for- 
get, not so much that they have been con- 
qucied by the Chilians, as the barbarities 
perpetrated upon tlioin by that country.

Arrest mJ the SaajieBti d'lldrderer of Trtasnrer 
lUslopi of Aiicaster 

Hamilton, Ont,, Deo, 25. — John Heslop, 
the aged treasurer of Ancaster township, 
Wentworth county, was found dead in his 
house, on tho morning of January 27th, 
1890. It was murder, pure and simple, for 
purposes of robbery. Chief MoKinnon, of 
tho Hamilton police force, took the 
case. There was absolutely no clue. 
At his request Detective Greer, 
was se* apart for the duty of tracing the 
crime «nd hunting down the murderer. Ho 
has been brought to justici, John Bur 
tram was arrested a few days ago ut Brant- 
ford, Out., acd is now locked up in jail 
at Hamilton. Detective Greer comluded 
that the men who perpetrated the 
blood.v deed had previously known the 
victim and his family and had also been 
f.vmiliar with every foot of the 
land he trod. The reputation of 
every man, old and young, within 
radius of fifteen miles, was inquired 
into, and finally by somo inspiration 
Greer conoluded that Bartram was 
tho man -he was after. Greer hunted him 
down, first having possessed himself of the 
man's record, which wa? anything but good. 
For years ho had borne the reputation of 
being the hardest man on tho Grand river. 
He Uyed.' In tho United Stutea for a few 
yoaii'^ai»C'i8 wanted across the line. Greer 
had'ho difficulty in getting a warrant for 
Bartram's arrest on an old charge of cattle 
stealing. Then ho located his man 
Middleport, in Lincoln county. But 
he still wanted more evidence. Ureer for 
over a mouth associ.ited with Rartram and 
tried in every known way to have Bartram 
betray himself. One month ago Bartram dis 
covered who Greer was, end then, in order to

CHRIST CHURCH' CATUEDBAli <^ • .- 
13 always in the vun in tho mBilter of deoo- 
I'ntinn?, and Chrislinaa Day wiis, iia ugual, 
the occasion for u special effort in tliia 
direction. Kver since tho niicUUc of tlie 
uiontli llio liuliiis of the oluirch have literal- 
ly hiid th^ir liiuuls full, nnil the gardens 
and greenhouses belonging to many of tho 
congregation had heen ruthlessly rilled by 
them in their searcli for anything in the 
shape of flowers or greenery that could 
possibly Lo utilized. The result of their 
labors was iis arliatie a church interior ua 
has over been seen hfre, Tlio work of 
docoruting, thougli left in tlio liunils of 
mauy ladies who have often undertaken the 
task before, wna carried out in un entirely 
diSerent iniinnet to what has been done on 
previous occasions. Instead of the bulky 
and heavy looking, though very beautiful 
clusters of evergreens and flowers that 
visitors have heen used to seeing there on 
special occasions, the ornamentiition 
was throughout of a light though substan- 
tial character. Tho change was a consider- 
able Improvement in several ways, and in 
some parts of the church tho intricate and 
pretty network of tliin lines proclanned 
that true artists had made tlie picture. 
• The font, as usual, was the masterpiece of 
the whole work. Bound the substautial 
base were ba id: ed moss and variegated holly, 
and running up to the centre of .-tbei basin 
were long spray of snotr balls, their pure 
'white color contrasting vividly with the 
diflcrent shades of green forming the back- 
ground. Surnaounting the whole was a 
white dove, compleling a thoroughly beauti- 
ful elTcct. 

The long rows of pillars running tho 
length of tlie aisle and at right angles wilh the 
altar, were hidden in amass of green, twined 
roiind them in all kinds of fantastic shapes, 
and relieved hero and there by bunches of 
bright red flowers, precious as jewels at 
this tiino of the year and only obtained by a 
descent of pleading voices on the owner of 
aonie green-house. Tho altar rails were not 
left out of the decorations, and from one end 
to tho other were transformed into fancy 
patches of brilliant colors. Over tho head 
of the aislo ran lines of tir l)ranches bound 
together so neatly as to form, seem 
ingly, one solid graceful rope of 
color, and standing out in a very effective 
way from tlie sombre-looking woodwork 
about them. The windows were, this year, 
left to take care of themselves, and, being 
very handsome as they 8t:iud, wore unite 
able to do so. Tho lectern and pulpit wero 
gracefully adoi'ned with patches of color 
and beauty, and about them and round the 
choir seats, wero dozens of pretty pot 
plants, making the entrance to the altar a 
greenery in itself. , 

The church was packed to the doors at 
tho Christmas morning service, and the 
sermon, which was most impressive, was 
listened to very earnestly throughout. 

ST. .ioi[s'a ciirncii 
■was a picture of bounty on Christmas Day, 
and, as usual, the army of di'corators who 
always take a pride and a pleasure in deck- 
ing it out, put forth their beat efforts to 
bring about that eflVct. Every incli of the 
decorations was made the subject of tho 
most careful work, and a very great deal of 
labor was expended on the simplest, iiortiona 
of the adornment. The result, when it is re- 
membered that the artists were all i^killed 
in their work, and that they had in addition 
the beautiful contents of the green-house 
- of their pastor to draw on^ can . better, be 
imagined than described.' The'' mbst\traau» 
tiful and artistic piecoof decoration that Has 
-■«vor been accomplished in the church was tho 
arch extending across the altar rails. Perfect 
in shape and coloring it was a picture of ex- 
quisite taste and elegaucq, and delighted 
everyone of the large oongregatioD' that saw 
it on Christmas Day. Over a thin wire 
foundation were spread thousands of holly 
leaves, their colors varying from white to 
every imaginable shade of green. Inter- 
spread amo/ig llieee wero great clusters of 
scarlet holly berries, and at inter- 
vals along the top of the arch were largo 
crowns, formed of holly, which in design 
and eH'oct showed that no novice had 
fashioncil them They wero us perfect as 
they could possibly be. Aliovc tho centre 
of tho arcli, forming a fitting keystone to it 
was a cross of snow-wlute flowers, staniling 
out a beautiful picture of the most fascinut- 
.iing character. 

The lectern, altar rails, and pillars of the 
•church were all profusely decorated, the 
beautiful shades of colour being ininglorl 
with tho greatest care and tasto every- 
where. There is no alakness or sameness 
about the decorations at St. .Jolin's. ICvery 
year, and at every festival that time brings 
round, ono may see different id';as ami 
ditlorent designs, all beautiful and all 
•creditable, but none alike. The font, 
.standing near the entrance uoora, has been 
• covered with fruiti, flowers, grain leaves, 
^and everything used in decorations, until, 
at every holiday, ono wonders how the 
iladios aro going to find out a now way in 
which to dre'>a it on tho nctt occasion. Hue, 
somehow, they aro never at a kn.^, and, if it 
is possible, improve with every change they 
make. This year the font looked beautiful. 
l?roni a small white cross above it ran down 
lines of holly and fhiwers at regular inter- 
vals, forming a knotted bunch at tho foot, 
wound rouiiil and in and out the snow 
\vhite lines siirrouiiding the base. 

Tho otbrr nluirclies — tin; Presbyter- 
ian, Methodist »nd Haptist — as in thcii 
custom, refrained from decorating at 
Christmas.

San Fr^vncisco, Dec, 25.— iHugh Craig, a 
Scotchman, connected Avith a mcroAQtile 
firm in Slmnghui for a number of years, has 

endeavored to post himself regarding the 
workings of the " Kohiliui, or society of 
Elder Brethren in China." " Thu society is 
a politioalagenoy of rapidly growint! power," 
said Mr. Craig. "A short time ago it was 
unknqwntp all outside ^its, ranks,. except 
Europeans and natives wbo' pay!- 8pt»oiiV**t- 
tenUon to Chinese secret societies. ' Its very 
name striKes terror to the hearts of timid 
merchants and unpopular mandarins, and 
its persecutions would make a member of 
the Mafiii sick with envy. 

" Renegades liave stated that initiation 
consists ill killing a rooster, mixing the hot 
Mood of tlio fowl with wiiio, and drinking 
tho mixture with the oath. Its branches 
exist in every city in China, and its leaders 
claim a membership of 4,000,000. Since the 
imperial etiiot of suppression, menibersliip 
cards are no longer issued. Possession of 
such a card is adjudged sullicient evidence 
for arrest and certain execution. In spile 
of prohibitory measures the society con- 
tinues to increase in nunibuis aud power." 

Hlshbln<lcr .SliuotluS. 

San Framoisoo, Deo. 25.— Another high- 
binder shooting took placei night, 

growing out of tho murder of See To On 
about live weeks auo. Tlie victim this time 
was Wong Kay, an oxpreasma", belonging 
to the Duey Leong Tonga. Ho was going 
into a basenient restaurunt, when two shots 
were fired from above. One of tho bullets 
went crashing through tho glass door and 
struck in the middle of a group of China- 
men, but without doing any damage. The 
other hit Wong Kay in the right shoulder, 
inflicting a sliglit wound, the bullet drop- 
ping out of its own weight. This makes 
the seventh Chinaman wounded - since the 
murder of See To On and On Yek. 

Wilfulir Jtecelved orf-r— 
St. PBTEiisnuRoj Deo. 25, — It appears 
that the Czar has been grossly deceived as 
to the actual facts of tho famine. The gov- 
ernors of provinces in which tho situation is 
worst were told by high oHjeials that they 
must not present tho case to the Czir in as 
bad a light as the facts justified. Acting 
on these directions, the rulers of the famine- 
fltrioken provinces stated, in answer to ques- 
tions of the Czar, that deatituiion existed 
only in isolated places and that the conditidn 
of affairs was sensibly improving owing to 
the quantity- of ..wheat .and other provisions 
which had'ceoohed the' famine disttieis .'and 
had been distiribuied to those in need. The 
object of this misrepresentation is said to be 
the desire of high otlicials to cover their own 
neglect in not preparing promptly to meet 
the failure of the harvest and the scarcity 
of food. J 

;cbrlRlmnH TinicD Out of Joint. 

London, Dec. 25.— This is the most dis- 
mal Christmas within memory. Tho cold 
weather, yesterday, was broken liy a thaw 
about midnight, but another sudden change 
occurred at 4 o'clock this ' mprnihg, and 
when the people began to stir about they 
found the sidewalks and roadbeds spotted 
with ice, and pcdestrianism was both diffi- 
cult and dangerous. Despite the cold the 
fog remained, and the almost Ciininerian 
darkness, wliich has made life in tho metro- 
polls miserable for the last week, again 
settled down over street and river. Omni- 
buases and most of the tram cirs stopped 
running in the morning, after a futile at- 
tempt to make iieadway against tho ad- 
verse conditions of the weather. Toward 
evening tlie thaw set in again, only to sub- 
stitute one form of discomfort for another, 
tho streets now being sloppy and almost 
impasiablo. There are signs to night, how- 
ever, that the fog will lift. Many acci- 
dents are reported. It is expected that 
the week's mortality record will show the 
greatest number of deaths over known, ex- 
cept at the time of the plague. Influenza 
has claimed its victims by^ the thousands, 
and'; persons enfeebled by lllneBS have fared 
badly in the contest. ' 

"TUe Fair Lniiil of roland." 

Vienna, Dec. 26. — An offioial order has 
been issued at Warsaw closing the Catholic 
churches at Vodislay and Buzlki, and other 
towns will receive tho same orders very 
soon. Tliis is said to bo iu obedience to 
direct orders from thu Czir, who is deter- 
mined to stamp out all creeds not in accord 
with the orthodox church. A decree was 
issued Eomo time ago, ordering that no 
repairs be allowed on Catholic churches, and 
that such churches must be closed, if found 
in a dangerous condition. It is believed 
that such is the authority under which the 
closing of the; churches has been decreed. 

. Eicplosloii at Mia'ttlltUt 9(«M. 

Madrid, Deo. 25. —During m'idnigh't mass 

last night, in a church at Alencia four 
bombs were exploded. The church was 
thronged with worshippers when tho explo- 
sion took place, one bomb exploding in the 
sanctuary. Tlie rest were distributed 
tliroughout tho church. Tho explosion in 
the sanctuary wrecked the high altar and 
completely destroyed a side cliapel. Tlie 
shock shook the building and brouglit down 
large quantities of masonry. The scene was 
awful. At first the audience was paralyzed. 
Then omie the groans and cries of tho in- 
jured and the shrieks of women, who sup- 
posed that tho cliurcli was about to collapse 
upon them. Two arrests have been made 
by the police. 

Krltifth Society Scandals. 

London, Dec. 2G.— The next society 
scandal will he Lord Howard do Walden's 
petitio!'. for divorce. The case, however, 
will be divested of much public interest by 
the withdrawal of certain cliargos which 
the wife desired to plead us grounds for 
separation. Tho Earl Russell case operates 
to restrain the counsel from permitting 
scandalcus allegations to be made in open 
court unsupported by suflicient proof. Ef- 
forts to have the case beard in chambers 
have been defeated, and the public will bo 
treated to a reveUtion of the doinistiu life 
of aristocrats, in which drunken assaults 
and indeconcioB unworthy of the lowest 
rowdy figure largely. Earl Rnssoll now 
reads lessons in the family church at .Wim-

As wo -expected, Mr. Mcrciur, the dis 
missed Premier of Quebec, poses as a per- 
secuted patriot and us the cliaiiipion of the 
constitution. His reply to Gom-uor Angers' 
letter transmittinf; to huii tlio interim re- 
port of two members of the Royal Commis 
aion, is studiously offensive. He denies

port at all. He looks upon it .la a document

■exprosB purpose ot giving tlio Governor a 
•pretext for dismiasing hia ministers. He 
accuses the Governor of piirti-iansliip, of 
being a tool in tho handa of iho Ottawa 
politiciiins, and of bi inging about a change 
in the G'overnment of Quebou for tho ex 
press purpose of providing fat jobs for needy 
Conservatives. The letter is, ot cour.se, in 
tended for publication. Mr. Mercier, no 
doubt, believe 1 thut it will have tho effect 
of making tho Liberals and; Nationalists of 
the province of Quebec believe that the dis 
tnissal of his Government was offio;ed 
by a conspiricy of the enemies of Quebec, 
which was hatclicd in Ottawa. 

It would seem a") if this ia already the 
impresaion iimouij tho Trench Cnuadians, 
in Montreal and elsewhere. Monster tneet- 
inga have been held in that city, in which 
the question o^ boodle has been almost, if 
aot altogether, lost sight of. Tho constitu- 
tional question and the so-called tyranny of 
•Governor Augers, were tlie topics chiefly 
iwelt upon. Every art that Mr. Mereier 
-and his lieutenants are masters of is btini; 
. brought into cteruiso to bdrivinoe the people 
-of Quebec that their constitutional rights 
are assailed, and that it is their first and 
paramount duty to n sist what ure repre- 
aented as tho encroachments of the Gover- 
nor and those under whose guiilaucc he baa 
placed himself. It does seem, at tliis 
moment, as if thia course is moctiug with 
■aucoess. Moderate men who have enjoyed 
a reputation for honesty, Mr. Joly for in- 
stance, stand by the Guvernment. Tliey 
seem to think, wlien they have to choose 
between a politician of easy virtue and a 
Governor who is disposed to p'ay tho ty- 
rant, it ia best to decide in favor of the 
politician. On no other ground can we 
onderstand how men, who are even passa- 
bly honest and who require honesty in 
their rulers, can bring themselves to support 
such men as Mercier and Langelier.

Towa'ds tho end of his letter tho dis- 
missed Picmier becomes even more abusive. 
Jle seema to forget ho is addressing the 
Head of the Provinoiul Government, and 
■only remembers that his busiucaa us a 
political agitator and demngoguo is to do 
his utn'iost to blacken tho Governor'rf char- 
acter and to create tho impression that h 
ia wholly unworthy of respect. In hi 
endeavor tc make the people helievo that 
Mr. Angers is acting as a partisan, ho 
Bays.: — 

•' Thcio arc facts, sir, which are within 
cvoryjne'a knowlndge, and you will never 
sucieod in making your full iw citiz nia bc- 
lievo that it is respect tor public morality 
that is your guide. Everybody knows it, 
and do not try to deny it, that it is not in 
the interest of public morality that you have 
provoked this crisis and dismissed your Min- 
isters. It is to give to you"" friends the 
Jjenotit of the fat contracts which you have 



in your niiu 1 — 'ho conatj-uction of the Nor- 
mal soliool at Queliec the Central prison at 
Montreal, and "Ihiit works of urgent neces- 
sity. Your conduct, sir, in tho whole of 
this unfortunate business puts our political 
institutions in jiopnnly and makes a SRrioua 
breaeli in tho autonomy of our province. 
Take und keep the responsibility before tlio 
oouiitry and before hihtnry. I will try to 
undo your nefarious work with the assiat- 
anco of my co'lguguea and my political 
friends. For this purporc I will willingly 
expend nil that J possess in the way of 
energy and oourii(.(., and I do not desp iir of 
succuedinj; in s.ivii,g our cberislicil province 
from the abyss imo which you and your 
friends have been soekiug forsometime past 
to hurl it." 

It is very much to bo regretted 
that Governor Aogers gave .Jlercicr 
tho opportunity to oct tho part of a perae- 
cuted patriot. Itseenia to'ua that tho Gov- 
ernment of Quebec Was precisely ia the 
position of an unco"victed offender who 
wants but a little moro rope to effect his own 
destruction. It would hiivo been wiser to 
have given them that rope. 

If tho report of the Coniniisaion hail boon 
regularly hiindod in and thoroughly dis- 
cussed in tho press and on the platform, tho 
people of Quebec must have seen that there 
was anmethin.£! cxtroinoly rotten in tlie ad- 
ministration of thoir Public aflairs. Tho 
people's attention .iliould not have been di- 
verted from the Bid" dea Ohaleura and 
other Boandals. They would, before long, 
have seen how utterly corrupt tho Govern- 
ment was, and they Wou'd bo prepared to 
consider the basouesJ "f the conduct of tho 
Ministers coolly and dispasjionately.

It -was believed that he had only 
to present himself on the hustings to be 
returned in any Homo Rule constituency, 
by an overwhelming majority, J, To see him 
beaten, and well beaten, by a comparatively 
weak man like Redmond, must be most 
mortifying, not only lo Davitt but to every 
man of the party to which' he , belongs. 
There are, no doubt, other pUces as well as 
Waterford which will return candidatia 
opposed to the men who aro by many in 
Ireland hold accountable for the political 
fall and even the death of Parnell. The 
defeat of Davitt will not make tho breach 
between the two factjons of the Homo Rule 
party easier to be r healed,: The quarrel 
between them was bitter enough before the 
Waterford election, and tho feeling engen- 
dered by that contest will make it still 
more bitter. Tbo supporters of llie Govern- 
ment do not rejoice bi.causo Hedinond, who 
is neither likiul nor respecte.l by them, is 
returned, but because they ace in the result 
of the Waterford election an indication of 
the denioruli/.ition and speedy disintegration 
of the whole brigade.

PAIR PLAY IS^A JEWBt. 

To THK Editor — An article in the Vic- 
toria Daily Times of the 24th inst., under 
the heading of an " Okanagan Farmer," 
calls attention to tho ruinous and impas- 
sable condition of the Euderby-Sicamous 
wagon road, and instances the case ot a 
packer called Laform, who had three horses 
killed by a train. Now, aa I was at Ender- 
by, and know ; the facts are that Laform'a 
cattle arrived safely at Enderby, hut, owing 
to a defective corral, a few strayed back 
fllong tho line, where, by.the_way, they had 
no business, and snfferej^a'boordingly ; this 
disposes of one statement. \ The Valley 
Farmer " strctch-es hia imagination when 
he says that " the completion of the S. & 
0. railway does not obviato or lesson tlio 
need of a w?u;ou road hero for public con- 
venience and general use of the settlers in 
the neighborhood, and for puckers' cattle, 
drovers and horsemen passing. In fact, the 
wagon road is needed now nioro than ever." 
From Sicamous Junction to the head of 
Mara Lake there is not a. settler, nor will 
there ever be one, simply because there is 
no land ; tho mountain slopes, generally 
continuing directly to the water's edge ; 
there is one settler at the 10th mile, but ho 
has the wagon road intact. Again, the 
railway was built purposely to supply tho 
public with rapid und cheap transport, and 
the contention that this wagon road 
is now needed more than ever is 
simply monstrous nonsense. Let anyone 
walii, ride or drive over the waggon road on 
the opposite side of the Shuswap river 
(where, by the way, all of the settlers on 
the first 18 miles of the railway line live,) 
and he will see the amount of : travel exist- 
ing ; it is praiStically nil— the railwiiy does 
all the work, and very properly, so, ; too. 
The contention; that . this wagon road 
helped the contractors oh the S. &' 0. in 
construction of their road is a fable, it was 
a great and costly hindrance, aa I well 
know— lost year, summer und winter, gangs 
of men were often idlo assisting freight 
teams over the portion encroached on by 
railway work; tliis trouble ceased tlio 
instant tlio company became carriers, as 
none but a madman would freight any dis- 
tance in competition with a railway. Again, 
too, tile road was not used for carriage of 
railway supplies, as an excellent water 
Way exists all along the line alleoted by tho 
road. As to tho statement that Mr. 
Luniby is preparing a petition, to bring 
this matter to llie notice of thu Govern- 
ment, I give lliat gentleman credit for too 
much common Konse, aa to fancy he Would 
father an absurdity. "Valley Farmer" is 
grotesquely ignorant of his presumed 
Fathcrinnd ; with his political malice and 
iiirtlicioua romurks I have nothing to do, as 
1 know nothing of i)olitic8 : still, as a fur- 
I lior instance of this writer's ignorance of 
I tie country, I might suy that tho While 
Valley road was not built by Mr. Vernon's 
llome Farm for the purpose of improving 
its value; it would bo an inipossi- 
Tjility us " Valley Farmer " knows 
if ho knows anything, to build 
a road through White Valley in any other 
place to advantage, but just where it is ; 
and I am sure tho numerous und beautiful 
ranches for over 30 miles beyond the Vernon 
property, aluugtholino of wagon road, amply 
justify its construction and maintenance. I 
do not know who owns tho Cherry Creek 
mines ; but I do know that 19 years ago, 
when I first landed in B. C., tliey were 
favorably spoken of, and it would bo the 
essence of stupidity to deny a means of 
egress to any capital seeking to develop a 
mining country of known richness. A suc- 
cessful working niino iu Cherry Greek, any- 
where, Would be a great thing for the whole 
district. Ono other matter and I have 
done. " Valley Farmer " says that " (!0,000 
acres of l.aid worth §5 per ncro was given to 
the Ainawortlia for building the I'iigle Pass 
wagon road."

To TiiK Editor:— Will you kindly allow 
a little space in your valuable paper for a 
few works concerning our postal arrange- 
ments hero. Tho last mail wo received on 
the Skeena was on tho 27th of November 
last: to-day, Dcaember 10 th, the Thistle 
arrived from Victoria without a mail, and 
we at e coolly told that we will get our next 
mail in February by o"C S-S- Barbara I3os- 
cowitz. Imagine the disappointment of 
our little oohamunity of forty white people 
on receipt ot this news 1 Although we live 
so far north, most of us coino from distant 
lands, and about Xmas receive the usual 
letters, Christmas boxes and Christmas 
cards from friends at homo or abroad; 
which pleasant remembrances add greatly 
to our happhicss hero— isolated as we are to 
a great e.^tent, from the festivities usual at 
this season. 'Thin Christmas we can neither 
receive nor send those greetings. Whose 
fault is it? Sentiment aside, it is a great 
drawback to business; people have received 
goods without bills or invoices, and, accord- 
ingly, can neither remit the cash to pay 
for these goods, nor price the articles for 
sale. Others have bills to pay, but cannot 
send a letter nor money as the postmaster 
has orders to send no mail by the C.P.N. 
Co.'s boats. AVhy cannot w'e have a mail 
at least onco a month ? The buainess done 
on the Skeena alone this season amounted 
to at leasl two hundred and eighty thousand 
dollars. This ought to be suOioiont induce- 
ment for a regular mail boat, at least twice 
a month. It is to be hoped those who have 
the power will look Into this moil .business 
a little closer and have the mail service bet- 
ter than it now is on this northern route.

MARINE MOVEMENTa. 

Along tue Water Front, Dec. 20. 

The steamer Thistle, with mails and pas- 
fcngers from the northern ports, arrived 
down yesterday, and is now discharging 
cargo. Although she brings littin or no 
news her trip was not uneventful. At 
Gardiner's Inlet she come within an ace of 
being wiped out of existence by a snow-slide 
which came tearing down the mount'iiu, 
eight ^or ten thousand feet, grinding the

Tlie Royal Canadian tawmill at 
Claxton, Skeena, is very nearly completed, 
and will bo reudy for business by the first of 
March, when it is expected to turn out 
'60,000 feet per diem.

It appears that something more than tlie 
recent heavy rains has been the oaus'J of I lie 
flooding of several cellars and baseiiients, 
and other damage of a like nature, in vari- 
ous parts of the city, more particularly in 
tliose portions through which tlie .Johnson 
street sewer runs. Several days ago, worU- 
n.en were busy working at the box drain 
that Uows down Pandora street, and, not 
taking the proper precautions, several 
,pieces of tiinber were carried into it and 
swept down by tho rush of water. Tiu-y 
ran through into Douglas street, and down 
Douglas a few yards, where some of tliem, 
at the rectangular turn, stuck upright and 
lodged firndy. Others crossed the road to 
the connectiqnr witli , the ' JoliiiBOu street 
. seweri Ih front of the " new Pierre block, 
some of tliem being stuck in tho sanie way, 
.and so they swept on, a few remaining 
stationajy ut every turn they reaohedJ Last 
Tuesday, the first vijiTinae of trouhlo ciunB, 
when Mr; Pierre foflnd his cellar floor in six 
inches under water. lie at once notified 
the authorities, who, after .satisfying them- 
selves that tlieie was nothing wroni; with 
his hou'ee connections, fouml that tlicy 
would have to excavate at thr tcwer joints. 
Yesteiday, the worlunen got down to the 
tower, and till n- found the ol.sli iictiom tlmt 
. had cdused all the dinniige. Ivxcaval ing as 
well at tho Pandora street drain coniieclion, 
tlity found more blocks of wuoil. It is now 
certain, from reports that conic of tliellnod- 
ing of many .loliiison street cellars, that, 
owing to a wanton piece of c.iielcssncss on 
tho part of a few worUintn who fcniiul it 
easier to let a pile of wood edj^'cs and hlocUa 
go ilown tho drain than to throw them u[) 
on tho road again, tlui city iniiy he put to 
tho expense or St voral luuidrcils of dollar.", 
; in excavating to remove the obstructions, 
\and in paying damages to storekeepers 
caused thereby.

Wliere only 
"local drinking water" is to he had in the 
Riviera or anywhere on the continent of 
Burope, it should always be first boiled and 
tiien Sltered, as: Dr. Gowers advises.

Shakes, the Kltblatlah, Joins tlie Christian 
Chnrclt; " - ' 

The IndiaiDB of tbo Kithlatlah tribe are 
rejoicing over the conversion ot their chief, 
tho renowned Shakes, to the religion of the 
whites, The great event was celebrated, 
last week, during the absence of Bev.-Mr. 
Stevenson from the sottlcment. Shakes 
was the last of his tribe to embrace 
Christianity, and the all'air was accordingly 
noted with tho firing of the cannon and 
general juhilition, lasting all night. 

The chief had been a long lime n.aking 
up his mind. Finally, he invited all the 
tribe to his house one night, and no one 
refused the invit'ition. They were received 
by the chief in his full regalia — head dress 
and buttoned blanket and all. Ho shook 
haiiils ^vilh each in turn, silently and 
solemnly. 'J'lien he marched around the 
room several times, no one speaking, all 
waiting for him to tell them what the cere- 
mony meant. 

At last he spoke in their own tongue, 
" where do the dead go 'I Who can toll me 
tlie history of the future ? You see nic as 
your chief, the Indian, for the last time." 

Then ho slowly .Tud ([uietly divested him- 
self of his savage finery, and coninianded, 
" bring me niy clothes." 

Tho white man's garments were brought 
and the chief quickly dressed. "^Jow," ho 
said, "you 60o the new Shakes — -but it is 
only yet the change of the clothes. Down 
on your knees, all of you, and pray that the 
heart of your chief may be changed, too." 

The prayers were freely offered up, and 
finally the ohicf announced that the change 
of heart had come,- and the prayers were 



turned into songs of rejoicing; then the 
powder and tho kuus were brought out, and 
the air rang with echoes until morning.

Death Caused by Strangulation— The 
Husband Only Beturns from 
Englund to be Slain.

SALT HPltl]«<i MI.AND. 

The death of Mr. John K. Brown, which 
wu8 iiientioned in the Colonist tuvend daya 
ago, and which was then sup|)Osed to have 
boon due to apoplexy, it now iippear.s puiiita 
to tho perpetriition of a dark tragedy. It 
was on Friday last tliat tho body wua dis- 
covcroil by a neighbor, not in bed, but lying, 
face downward, on tho floor, near the 
fireplace. The corpse was clothed ocly in a 



shirt, and bore unniistakeablo marks of 
violence, how received, it was, of course, 
impossible to determine. Mrs. Brown told 
ono story— that her husband was subject to 
apopUctio fits— and their hired man, James 
Darrington another— thatBrown slipped and 
fell, iei#iving injuries that almost imme- 
diately proved fatal. The neighbors, know- 
ing that the three occupants of tho farm- 
house were drunk on the night of tho trage- 
dy, considered it their duty to report ^o the 
c in ner for the district, Dr. Walkeni. 

The doctor, accompanied by D.-. Watson, 
Duncan's, and Constable Muingay, vis- 
ited tho Island farm, and found the body in 
tho same position, by the fireplace. Dr.. 
Watson niado.a ^jcy* mortem examination, 
and found that death was the„ result of 
stiangiiiation ; the marks on theilthiroatr in- 
dicated that the uufortuoate meitt had been 
choked to death. , . .. ' :•" 

The evideh'coVwfw' gianerally circuinstan- 
tial, and the; result of tho jury's delibera- 
tions was that they fouml death to have 
lieen caused by strangulation, and 
indicted Jane Brown and James Harrington 
as the wilful munlorera of John K. Brown. 
The Coroner accordingly ordered both into 
custody, and they were taken to Nanaimo 
jail by the odicera, there to await trial at the 
first court of competent jurisdiction. 

The man alleged to have been killed by 
his wife and her parnniour was a well-to-do 
and well connected Knglisliman, who some 
years ago met and married the womun now 
in jail, in Egypt, whero she is auid 
to have lived a dissolute life. They 
did not get 'along well, and for sometime 
past lie has spent most of his time in Eng- 
land, allowing her an annuity. Ho only 
returned from the old land a month or six 
weeks ago.
